2. ISRAEL: ALLON SCORES MISUSE OF RABIN REMARKS 

ISRAELI FOREIGN MINISTER ALLON COMPLAINED TO AMBASSADOR 
TOON APRIL 5 THAT REMARKS BY PRIME MINISTER RABIN HAD BEEN 
TAKEN OUT OF CONTEXT AND USED IMPROPERLY IN THE DEPART- 
MENT'S JUSTIFICATION TO CONGRESS OF THE SALE OF C-130'S TO 
EGYPT. RABIN S REMARKS: 

-CONCERNED THE RELEASE FROM ACTIVE DUTY OF 300,000 
EGYPTIAN SOLDIERS IN THE AFTERMATH OF SINAI II; 

-WERE MADE TO AN AUDIENCE OF LABOR PARTY OFFICIALS TO 
CONVINCE THEM THAT THE AGREEMENT HAD BEEN ADVANTAGEOUS 
TO ISRAEL. 

ALLON SAID THAT SUCH USE OF RABIN S STATEMENT TO A LIMITED
